They worked in the com- €3 Ss 
munity, opened a bookstore and Mere self prey Reh 
Police harassed them, invaded the bookstore and as- 
saulted a woman working. Hearing rumours of a 
police hit list (confirmed by 1973 municipal hearings 
leading to indictments. of Portland police officers), 
the couples slipped into clandestine life to continue 
the struggle. In 1968, Jaan Laaman was a college 
student activist, and later he was jailed for a bomb- 
ing of Nixon’s HQ. He was in Attica prison and 
learned from the leaders there. He was released 
shortly before the uprising. He headed back to 
Boston and began to work with Kazi Toure, Richard 
Williams, and Barbara Curzi. They fought racism and 
made a historic concert for the South African struggle, 
the Amandla Concert. Jaan taught self-defense in the 
Amandla People’s Se People’s Security. Circumstances forced 
them into life underground. The Ohio 7 & Kazi Toure 
were accused by the government of 19 armed attacks 
on military bases, corporate head quarters, and South 
African representatives in the USA. They believe that 
it is necessary to be able to attack US imperialism 
on many levels—with force and clarity.

§ 2384. . Seditious conspiracy 


If two or more persons in any State or Ter- 
ritory, or in any place subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States, conspires to overthrow, put 
down, or to destroy by force the Government 
of the United States, or to levy war against them, 
or to oppose by force the authority thereof, or 
by force to prevent, hinder, or delay the execu- 
tion of any law of the United States contrary to 
the authority thereof, they shall each be fined 
not more than $20,000 or imprisoned not more 
than twenty years, or both.

The OHIO 7 were captured in 1984 and 1985 
after the most extensive fugitive search 

in 50 years. Seven federal agencies and 
dozens of local police forces were coordin- 
ated by the JOINT TERRORIST TASK FORCE, 

the national political police force ina 
search which spanned seven states. Federal 
spokesmen estimated that they spoke to 

one out of three residents of the area of 
the search. A 30-page dossier on the 9 
children of the OHIO 7 was compiled and 
distributed to doctors, dentists, daycare 
centers and health food stores. The feds 
stopped cars, knocked on doors, threatened 
family and friends as they tried to make 
thousands of people collaborate with the 
BOS-LUC operation.

My name is Barbara Jean Curzi-Laaman. 


d am a mother, wife, comrade, community activist 


and political prisoner. 


Since | was illegally arrested on November 4, 1984- 
my natural and legal rights to my three children, my 
husband, family and community have been denied to 
me. My daily struggle in jail is to deal with petty 
and dehumanizing experiences and still maintain my 
dignity, the trust in who | am, and the energy to 
strive for what | believe in. | 
~~ While my heart and mind are out in the world 
with my children, wishing | could be taking care of 
them, | am forced to endure, instead, the reality of 
prison and of being on trial continuously for four 
years because of my beliefs and my ideals. 
When called awake by the prison guard at 
3:00 am, claim ing they must be sure it's. me under th 
covers, | sit up and wonder—what am | doing here? 
is anyone checking on my kids as they sleep? Are 
they having sweet dreams or nightmares? Did they 
feel my goodnight kisses even though they were on 
their photos? | 
When moming comes and Fm being strip 
searched and then chained and shackled at the ——— 
wrist, ankles and waist, and transported to court by 
a large caravan of federal marshals, | wonder what 
the children had for breakfast, what theyre wearing, 
and what they might be thinking and feeling as they 
begin another school year without their mother 
around. | sit in court with my four comrades/co- 
defendants who I'm on trial with (my husband Jaan 
Laaman and Comrade Tom Manning were recently 
cut off from the case), surrounded by US marshals. 
We listen to one potential juror after another say we 


must be guilty or there wouldnt be so much security 


in the court and on the street, and the government 
would never spend all the money they are to prose- 
cute us if we werent guilty. Guilty of what, | ask? | 
know | am guilty of no crimes, but find it ironic, to 
be held and punished by a government that's guilty 
of many crimes against humanity. 


My ‘crime’ is feeling with all my heart that if all 
of the people in this country had access to the truth 
about what this government is up to (in collusion 
with great monopoly corporations run by the richest 
men in the world), then -there would indeed be an 
end to homelessness, hunger, racism, crime and il- 
iness, to the abuses of the people, land, air and 
water, that the masses suffer from. 

But the policy makers of this government work 
hard to maintain the facade of “freedom and 


democracy” to cover the greed and power-mongering -

AAN LAAMAN looks like a regular 
guy. At 37, he has the powerful, 
stocky bund of a European peasant, 
true to his family roots in Eston 1a 
and Germany. His brown eyes light 
with intelligence and warmth. He 
has the good humor and sturdy count 
nance of a man at peace with himself. 


But when he talks—with inflections of 
his blue-collar youth in Roxbury and Buf- 
falo, with gestures from a hand permanent- 
ly scarred by an attempt to bomb Richard 
Nixon’s campaign headquarters long ago— 
the image of average Joe vanishes. When he 
talks, his words echo around a cinderblock 


“cell in the Metropolitan Corrections Center, 


a federal holding prison in New York City, 
where he is on trial for bombing and con- 
spiracy. 

The man talks revolution. From help- 
ing to found the Students for a Democratic 


. Society (SDS) at the University of New 


Hampshire (UNH) in the °60s, to leading 
prison reform in New Hampshire State 
70s, to joining the armed 


underground movement in the ’89s, Laa- 


man favors a fundamental upheaval of the- 
U.S. government by any means necessary. 
His detractors—including the FBI, who 
hunted him tenaciously for two and a ha!f 
years until his capture last November —call 
him a terrorist. Laaman calls himself an 
“‘anti-imperialist resistance fighter and 
political prisoner.’’ His supporters call him 
a family man and a working class hero. To- 
day, long after Jerry Rubin trotted off to 
Wall Street and the word became passe, 
Jaan Laaman remains a revolutionary.
